MEMORANDUM FOR ASSISTANT DIRECTOR FOR OPERATIONS: 


SUBJECT: Proposal of Radio Reports, Inc. to Sell Domestic 
Monitoring Service to CIG. 


On 25 June 1917 | | of OCD called me about a Mr. 25X1 
Dennett of Radio Reports, Inc. who had been in touch with him concern= 
ing the possibility of CIG subscribing to the domestic U.S. mbnitoring 
service of that organization. [ee _louezested that I talk 25X1 
to Dennett to determine what his proposition is. 


I talked to Mr. Dennett on 26 June 197. He is the Washington 

representative of Radio Reports, Inc., which has been in the busi~ 
ness since 1936 monitoring U.S. qomestic programs. It provides 
a clipping service of the air for approximately 150 commercial and 
government clients. Radio Reports maintains five monitoring stations 
in New York, Rockford, Illinois, Los Angeles, Detroit and Boston. 
It monitors approximately 10,000 radio programs a month and sells 
a "clipping service" at a cost of five cents per typewritten line 
with a minimum of $2.00 for news by unidentified broadcasters and 
a minimum of $5.00 for the text of a complete commentary. 


Mr. Dennett proposed that CIG might be interested in subscribing 
to this service for the purpose of keeping advised of radio comment 
either on its activities or on other subjects of specific interest 
to CIG officials. I told Mr. Dennett that I had no idea as to what 
the reaction of CIG would be to his proposition, but that Iwould 
obtain a decision and call him back in approximately aweek. Would 
you please advise me what answer to give Mr. Dennett. Attached for 
further information is a brochure on the activities of Radio Reports, 
Inc.
